Invpluntary Reflex 
Of Snakes Shotvn 



Professor I Tait Speaks 
at Biological Society 
Meeting 

"Snakes" was the topic, of Dr. John 
Tail's address to the meeting of the 
Biological Society held yesterday af- 
ternoon . in the maln^ lecture itheatre 
of the BloioEÉlcàl Building. .I^.r.Tait, 
Professor of Physiology- at .McGlli'^'has 
been making ah extensive 'study of 
snakes, particularly American .,/;rat- 
tlers," and their slgnlfican<» . a« ex- 
amples of the relation between .the or- 
gans of balance and hearing.. It; was 
.this relation which first drew Dr. 
Talt's attenUon to rattle-snakes, ^ be- 
cause of the similar relation e^xlsting 
in the human animal, ,. , ; 

Adding to the Interest' of the, speech 
was ' a ^l|yd3^>:d|spiay, of real, luttlers, 
flulte . aotive,'"'biit relatively harmless 
due to the extraction of their poison 
glan^. • Drawing atbeniblpn-. to , their 
m'nmier .of striktag at any. , object 
which '.obstructed' their vislon,;^, Dr. Talt 
explained tliat althougii the JratUe- 
tnakc usually strikes, a'dlstance of at 
least half Its length, it rarely ad- 
vances to the attack.' ■: 

He ■ then went on. to speak' of ^ the 
■ hfiblts of-,the rattle-snake, with regard 
to Its method of securing and swallow- 
ing Its prey, and also explained. wIUi 
an Illustration, the 'method of "forced 
'feeding" applied to snakes, whose, poi- 
son sacs being removed, were unable .to 
secure food for themselves. 

Next,, coins on to speak of the In- 
voluntary, reflexes exlilbiled in , snakes,: 
Professor Tajt. produced', a number , of 
"splnijl snakes," snakes whoîé splnçl 
c£>rds ha4 been severed from the brain, 
but which: still reacted readily to cer- 
laln stimuli; The lecture was followed 
by;a ataoii intoRQal itUeoiMsioD. ,

Last week I picked up the McOlU Dally by chance and read a letter 
by a Mr. Layton, who seems to think War a necessity. Hç to all wrong. 
I don't belong to any antUwar brigade but wliat they are preaching to 
perfectly correct May I ask Mr. Layton' If he knows what it- to. like to 
"be at war? I should like to give him some idea. 

I am one of a family of twelve sons, whose moUier had her life cut 
short by the War. I had four brothers kilk-d in action, one bloWn to 
bits, avcwrotejcWlth mlsshig limbs and myself wounded once. NoWi:Mr;. ^ 
EdltwrjffimS^^^ -'iMr. Layton a picture of action on,a gigantic battle . 
cruiser at'uie" Battle of Jutland. My ship, the second ship of the dine; - 
my Job, electrician's mate; my duty, to see Juice to aU guns was in 
perfect ordet'.from one end of the ship^to the other. We had not been 
in action ten minutes when a boy of' fifteen years of age came to me,, 
his face badly burned. He got ilxed up and went back again to hto 
ste.tton,.ibut. ih a few mhiutes came past us minus oiie hand. He Just 
slââ^^Ûi Darby, tliey got me that time." I got orders to go aft as aU 
tiie lights'^ were out, and tiicre ;.ms^^ little, daylight. A ,couple . of > 
bursting sheito made plenty, thougB' and l^ hands, arms and • 

legs hanging up overhead. It was like a new butcher's shop just opened 
wotot high in blood and water. I picked a guy up. lito head was gone. 
So I looked tlU I found It, and stuck it on as best I could, so they would _ 
know who owned it. The after guns-werè put out of action apdlhe;'; 
next sight I sa,w was a guy runnhig: out with lite cye hangtag'dowii his ' 

were worse. The guns 
like tomatoes ready for 
, caniiing, tongues out a yard, eyes out of their sockets. I left that part 
of the ship and went past the hospital. There v.-ere my mates, some 
with no amis, some no legs, some with their backs and chests ripped 
open. A mate of mine had lost hto amn He asked me to try to find 
Mt and take a ring oft one of the fingers. I found it where he told me, 
■ /^^^^Master at' Arms table. I went to do some repair work in" the' 
iromem^ inch space, where tliere were thi-ic men standing talking. A 
nick shell came to and politely tools one boy's head off. One fellow's 
hair Stood up and never went down. . One, the Coclaiey said to me, "Go 
■^mçïi^airby, ye'r cahne too late to gét 'It." The fellow with hi? hair 
a Newcastle , coalmtaer.- He sa'.d;;^Ajre i iad, if I'd a known 
lloike thto I'd a, stuck down bUnkln cbi- 'mine.'' 
'"'After the action was over I was told to help sew up the dead ready 
to diimp into the North Sea I had put four up and was Just starting 
on the fifth when he sat ;%'t up and says, "For the lové of mike I^by ' 
give us' a drink." I ran like H-r-.. Perhaps Mr. Layton still thinks war 
to ftae. WéU, when hé has been in the service as long as i "have,' six- 
teen years, and fought in nearly ali pJarts of the world both ashore, arid 
afloat and seen somb of the ghastly ■ sights, such as dogs eating dead 
men bn the battlefields of China, he may not think so. I myself have 
slasbed many a man's head oft with a cutlass Just for the fun of it. I 
woitld also like to teU Mr.;Làyton what swell. fun it is in a submarine. 
But perhaps lir. Lajrton comes 'from a fighting family of Gsnerals. But' 
believe me boy, generals diqj^ bed. -You never hear of one getting near 
. enough tbj^flgh|^^o|geia' bayonet stufied through hLs entrails.' I ' 
'. come froih-a'^militdrysimd'fpavi^ of them ever got made
